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Bubbly New 
Secret Weapon 


Put away your missiles, nuclear bombs and 


satellite-launching rockets— there is a new secret 


weapon more powerful than any of these. 
It ¡s 
capable of disintegrating large ships, buildings 


or any other object without any visual means 


of attack. 
It can .strike anywhere, but takes a 


special camera traveling at a speed of one-20- 


m illionth of a second to see it. 


Bursting bubbles are the latest threat to 


man's existence, at least when placed under the 


control of the m ilitary mind. 
A fter all these 


years of enjoying the effervescence of carbon­ 


ated and fermented beverages, the bubble is 


being harnessed to fight back. 


Actually, studies of the bursting bubble and 


its effect upon objects with which it comes in 


contact have been under secret m ilitary wraps 


for years 
and 
were largely instrum ental 
in 


doubling the speed of vessels by radically re­ 


designing hulls and propellers. 


As a result of the development of a super­ 


fast camera by Dr. Albert T. Ellis of the C ali­ 


fornia Institute of Technology, the complete life 


of a bubble has been film ed and studies made 


of the results. Shock waves from the bursting 


bubble were found to make a bulge in whatever 


substance the bubble touched, and this force 


m ultiplied millions of limes is credited with 


setting up the vibration which has broken tank­ 


ers in two and caused missiles to fall apart in 


the air. 


Traveling at speeds exceeding 11.000 miles 


an hour, shock waves from miiJions of bubbles 


could cause considerable damage to an object, 


if harnessed into a de.structive force. In addition 


to its purely m ilitary u.'^es. studies of bursting 


bubbles have provided interesting data on the

It is 
capable of disintegrating large ships, buildings 
or any other object without any visual means

Bursting bubbles are the latest threat to 
man s existence at least when placed under the 
control of the military mind. After all these 
years of enjoying the effervescence of carbon­ 
ated and fermented beverages, the bubble is 
being harnessed to fight back.

Actually, studies of the bursting bubble and 
its effect upon objects with which it comes in 
contact have been under secret military wraps 
for years and were largely instrumental in 
doubling the speed of vessels by radically re­ 
designing hulls and propellers. 
As a result of the development of a super­ 
fast camera by Dr. Albert T. Fills of the Cali­ 
fornia Institute of Technology, the complete life 
of a bubble has been filmed and studies made 
of the results. Shock waves from the bursting 
bubble were found to make a bulge in whatever 
substance the bubble touched, and this force 
multiplied millions of times is credited with 
setting up the vibration which has broken tank­ 
ers in two and caused missiles to fall apart in 
the air. 
Traveling at speeds exceeding 11.000 miles 
an hour, shock waves from millions of bubbles 
could cause considerable damage to an object, 
if harnessed into a destructive force. In addition 
to its purely military uses, studies of bursting 
bubbles have provided interesting data on the 
effect of vibrations upon humans and their 
environments.
